bureau of the United 
I States Department of Agriculture has 
i conducted several experiments In cit 
I rus-growing sections of California to 
determine what influence a cover crop 
has on the temperature of the orchard 
atmosphere on a frosty night. Purple 
vetch, a heavy volunteer crop of Broad 
Windsor horse beans, and many high 
weeds were included in the cover crop 
In these experiments. 
The conclusions reached were that 
while the cover crop increased the 
frost hazard very slightly, the differ­ 
ence made in the temperature was not 
such as to damage the fruit seriously. 
At a height of five feet above the 
ground, the air temperature was de 
pressed by the presence of the cover 
crop only 0.1 degree Fahrenheit, and 
I degree Fahrenheit at a height of 
IO inches. 
Since there Is usually but 
little fruit near the ground these slight 
differences should have little effect on 
the damage to fruit. 
In many cases increased damage is 
probably due to the fact that the grove 
is on lower ground, where the temper­ 
ature Is naturally lower. 
Differences 
in Hie amount of damage between 
(lean cultivated groves and those In 
cover crops may also be attributed to 
some other influence than tempera­ 
ture, such as decreased vigor of the 
tree, due to competition from the cover 
crop, a less dormant condition of the 
trees caused by more frequent irriga­ 
tions, or Increased deposit of moisture

Before Planting Time 
‘•plan the farm garden before plant­ 
ing," advises J. O. Moore, of the Uni 
versify of Wisconsin horticulture de 
partment. 
"Just as the carpenter cannot build 
a satisfactory hens? without a plan 
prepared in advance, so should a far­ 
mer net attempt to plant the garden 
bed before planning for It,” declares 
this authority. "That the garden is to 
he small Is not a good excuse for neg 
letting to make a plan, It being all the 
more Important to secure maximum 
returns in such cases. 
Therefore," 
Moore points out, ‘‘the wise gardener 
Will plan his garden on paper well In 
advance of planting time.” 
According to Moore, the plan should 
show the location of each row, and 
Hie crop to be planted—the distance 
of each row from one end of tile 
garden—and the sequence for the dif­ 
ferent plantings, when more than one 
planting is to be made. 
"The soil Is a prime factor in a suc­ 
cessful garden.” lie says. 
"One of the 
first essentials is that the garden plot 
have good drainage, for vegetables 
cannot thrive in water-logged soil.” If 
the land Is low and marshy, he ad­ 
vises gardening on raised beds. 
Texture of the soil is also very im­ 
portant, Moore believes. 
He defines 
Hie ideal garden soil texture as "fine 
and loose,” and to attain these quail 
ties In soils of the lumpy, heavy type, 
he recommends adding organic mate­ 
rial, or lime, and in some cases, apply­ 
ing sand or using coft! ashes, where 
the soil Is extremely heavy.

Recent studies completed by the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture on the comparative yield of 
cows milked twice a day and those 
milked three times a day will no doubt 
he viewed by the farm boy and the 
hired man with the feeling that some 
one Is always taking the Joy out of 
life. 
The department’s milkers have 
found that milking three times a day 
produces more milk than twiee-a-day 
milking. 
In fact, over a short period 
the increase in production is 12.5 per 
cent, while over a long period It ap­ 
pears that this increase is even great­ 
er. 
It was noted that cows milked 
three times a day hold up better 
near the end of the lactation period 
than cows milked twice a day. The 
economy of three-times a-day milking 
has not yet been accurately estimated, 
hut it will depend upon several fac­ 
tors, chief of which are quantity of 
production, coat of labor, and value 
of product

One of four sister ships laid down 
iu 19 04, the Cheyenne, originally the 
Wyoming, started her death march 
alone with the U. S. S. Owl, fl navy 
y ard tug, stealing ahead like a con­ 
science-stricken executioner. The l a* 
lahassee, the last of her sisters, felt 
the acety lene torch 20 y ears ago. 
Sixty-six y ears buck in American 
history the monitor type, embodied In 
John Ericsson’s Monitor, nemesis of 
the Merrlmac. 
revolutionized naval 
practice. 
Monitors maintained Presi­ 
dent Lincoln’s blockade of southern 
ports during the Civil war. 
The present and last monitor, living 
to see her once all-powerful ty pe be­ 
littled by modern development, epit­ 
omized 
naval 
progress 
when 
she 
served as a mother ship for subma­ 
rines on the Atlantic and 
Pacific 
coasts during the World war. 
rhe 
Cheyenne, then the Wyoming, also 
was the first naval vessel to feel the 
thrust of modern oil-burning engines. 
Experiments conducted 
aboard 
tin* 
Wyoming have since led the Navy de­ 
partment to take steps for the conver­ 
sion of ail remaining coal burners. 
For more than five » ears the t ’hey- 
enne has served as the training ship 
of the Fifth Naval Reserve district 
and with her passing the Baltimore 
water front loses a hit of romance. 
The original Monitor Indirectly was 
protecting this port when it destroy ed 
the Merrlmac in Hampton roads. 
Under her own power, around the 
Virginiu capes from Philadelphia, the 
Cheyenne came to Baltimore in Oc­ 
tober, 19 20. It is through no fault of 
her own that she is dragged away on 
the end of a chain, like a criminal to 
the gibbet. 
Her engines are sturdy 
and fit, her propeller trim—but she is 
obsolete and her crew Is gone.

YPHOID fever has been fo r cen­ 
turies o ne o f the mo st dangero us 
diseases which afflict man. Tt was lo ng 
co nfused with typhus fever and ma­ 
laria. 
Peo ple still 
talk o ccasio nally 
abo ut ’’tfpho -inalarlal fever.” 
As the 
farmer said abo ut the giraffe, “ There 
ain’t no such animal.” 
The two dis­ 
eases are entirely distinct. 
Typho id fever is caused by a little 
germ o r plant, the typho id bacillus. 
Every typho id germ co mes fro m the 
discharges fro m the kMdeys o r bo wels 
o f so meo ne who has hUd typho id. The 
germs can o riginate In no o ther way. 
So typho id fever Is very appro priately 
called a “ filth” disease. 
Ho w do the germs enter the bo dy? 
In dirty 
milk o r 
« Arty water 
o r 
thro ugh fo o d co ntaminated by files o r 
by dirty hands. 
The germs always get into the bo dy 
thro ugh the mo uth. 
After being swal­ 
lo wed, th ey pass thro ugh the sto m­ 
ach 
into the small 
intestine where 
H u y gro w just as plants gro w In a 
lo t ho use. 
The germs In gro wing pro duce a 
po iso n o r to xin 
which causes fever, 
delirium and. in severe cases, death. 
Man is tiie o nly animal susceptible 
to this disease. 
We k n o w all abo ut typho id fever. 
It is entirely preventable. 
Every ease o f typho id fever is due 
to so meo ne's igno rance o r careless­ 
ness.

Cover Crops Lower 
Temperature Some 


Tests Show Frost Hazard Is 
In creased Slightly . 


( P r e pa r e d by t h e U n i t e d S t a t e s D ep art me nt 
of A g r i c ul t ur e .) 
The weather bureau of the Un ited 
States Departmen t of Agriculture has 
con ducted several experimen ts in cit­ 
rus-growin g section s of Californ ia to 
determin e what in fluen ce a cover crop 
has on the temperature of the orchard 
atmosphere on a frosty n ight. 
Purple 
vetch, a heavy volun teer crop of Broad 
Win dsor horse bean s, an d man y high 
weeds were in cluded in the cover crop 
in these experimen ts. 
The con clusion s reached were that 
while the cover crop in creased the 
frost hazard very slightly , the differ 
on ce made in the temperature was n ot 
such as to damage the fruit seriously . 
At a height of five feet above the 
groun d, the air temperature was de 
pressed by the presen ce of the cover 
crop on ly 0.1 degree Fahren heit, an d 
1 degree Fahren heit at a height of 
10 in ches. 
Sin ce there Is usually but 
little fruit n ear the groun d these slight 
differen ces should have little effect on 
the damage to fruit. 
In man y cases in creased damage is 
probably due to the fact that the grove 
is on lower groun d, where the temper­ 
ature is n aturally lower. 
Differen ces 
in the amoun t of damage between 
clean cultivated groves an d those in 
cover crops may also be attributed to 
some other in fluen ce than tempera­ 
ture, such as decreased vigor of the 
tree, due to competition from the cover 
crop, a less dorman t con dition of the 
trees caused by more frequen t irriga­ 
tion s, or in creased deposit of moisture 
I on the fruit or foliage from dew or 
; frost. 
The cover crop also acts as a 
win dbreak, allowin g the cold air to 
accumulate n ear the groun d, an d pre­ 
ven tin g It from mixin g with the warmer 
air above.
